BLAINE AND FAVA.- 


MORE EXTRACTS FROM THE ITAL- 
IAN GREEN-BOOK. 


The Secretary Said to Have Virtually 
Told the Itallan Government 
to Mind Its Own 
Business. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, May 22.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald will make 
public tomorrow for the first time the 
inside history of the diplomatic con- 
troversy between Italy and the United 
States growing out the lynching at 
New Orleans. The Herald’s facts are 
official, having been taken from a copy 
of the Italian green book containing 


1 the documents submitted by Marquis 


di Rudini, Premier of the Italian Par- 
liamert, on April 30. The green book 
reached this country today, having 
been sent by Baron Fava from Rome 
to his friend, Prof. Alessandro Al- 
drini. 

The documents cover the period from 
the lynching in the prison up to March 
28. The correspondence is lengthy. It 
begins with mildly worded notes and 


the recital of pleasant interviews, and 
gradualiy warms up to very plain 
talk, the Italian government insisting 
upon reparation and punishment of the 
leaders of the mob, and Blaine refus- 
ing to commit the United States. until 
full investigation could be bad. 

‘These are the Secretary of State’s 
words in the interview quoted by Fava 
in a cablegram to Rudini, March 27: 

I do not recognize the right of any gov- 
ernment to tell the United States what it 
should do. We have never received orders 
from any foreign power and will not begin 
now. Please inform Marquis di Rudini 
that the Federal Government cannot give 
the assurances which he requires, and that 
it is a matter of total indifference to me 
what persons in italy may think of our — 
stitutions. 1 can’t change them, still 
violate them. The fact is Marquis di 
dini does not give us sufficient time. Ton 
assume that four Italian subjects have been 
massacred, dut I have my doubts on that 
point, as 1 am informed that they were 
mixed up in some scandalous electoral 
transactions.

Secretary Tracy today 
issued an order to all naval officers in 
regard to the consumption of coal, 
The order directs all officers commande 
ing vessels to make experiments in 
order to ascertain the most economical 
rate of speed for their ships. They 
are directed to report the consumption 
of coal per hour at varying rates of 
speed from five to eleven knots, the 
kind and quality of coal used, 
condition of the vessel’s bottom and 
such remarks in reference to the most 
economical rate of steaming as exper- 
ience may suggest.

The Horticultural Society of Southern 
California met in the rooms of the Chamber 
of Commerce last night, with H. R. Lee in 
the chair and Secretary 8. P. Wakelee 
present. 

The chairman stated that the call was for 
the purpose of deciding whether Mr. Max- 
well snould represent the State at the 
World’s Fair. e stated that the meeting 
was not for the purpose of selecting a man 
rere for the best interest of the whole 

tate. 

Mr. Krukeberg, in introducing the resolu- 
tion indorsing Maxwell, explained how 
Walter Maxweil was appointed. He stated 
that as other associations have introduced 
resolutions indorsing Maxwell, he thought 
Maxwell should be indorsed. 

The resolution was to the effect that Max- 
wellis the very man for the place, and 
asked that the officers be notified of the ac- 
tion of the association. 

Mr. Lyon seconded the motion, and while 
he was aware that the society indorsed Gen. 
Chipman some time ago, he is now in favor 
of Maxwell, as he is the stronger man, and. 
he believes that it Maxwell is not chosen, 
— appointment will not go toa -Califor- 
nian. 

Byron O. Clark stated that if it has been 
settied that Mr. Davis will not appoint any- 
one else, then there was no necessity for 
the meeting. He does not know Mr. Max- 
well reonally, but as he is not a horti- 
culturist he is not in favor of him. 

Mr. Mitchell, of the horticultural commis- 
sion, who was at the meeting of that body 
yesterday, stated thatthe commission was 
not in favor of Mr. Maxwell, but that they 
wanted . Chipman. However, when 
they found that they could not get Gen. 
Chipman, and as it is to be Maxwell or no 
one from this Coast, they indorsed him by 
adopting a set of resolutions. 

A motion by Mr. Morley to lay the res- 
olutions on the table was put and lost by a 
vote of 20 to 6. 

Mr. Buckbee, whois out here from Rock- 
ford, III., in the interest of an eastern man, 
arose and wanted to know if he is to be 
tried without judge or jury. He was given 
perapenen to address the society. He said 

e is not out here in the pay of any one. 
He came out here for his wife’s health, and 
he wants to see a horticulturist in the posi- 
tion. He thinks it a disgrace to go out of 
the ranks of the horticulturists for a chief 
at the World’s Fair. 

Mr. Clark stated that he has talxed to 
horticulturists and they ‘are unanimous in 
their belief that it is a disgrace to appoint a 
mah outside of their ranks. Maxwell 
knows nothing about the business and 
should not be appointed. There are plenty 
of good men, and he does not think that 
politics should be brought into this matter 
Tus resolution was then put to vote, and 
stood 13 for and 5 against. 

The Chair declared the resolution adopted. 
Just before the meeting adjourned a com- 
mittee from the board of directors came in 
and stated, through Mr. Germain, that the 
board had just adopted a resolution indors- 
ing J. de Barth Shorb for the position.

CORPORAL PUNISHMANT. 


How It is to Be in San 
Franolsco Schools. 

The Board of Education of San Fran- 
cisco, at a meeting Wednesday night, 
adopted the following rule in regard to cor- 
poral punishinent in the public schools in 
that eilt: 

Whenever for the maintenance of disci- 
pline the corporal punishment of a pupil 
seems necessary to the teacher, said teacher 
shall immediately report the fact to the 
principal or vice-principal of the school, 
detailing in writing the character and cir- 
cumstances of the alleged offense. 

Within a reasonable time after the receipt 
of the teacher’s complaint, the offending 
pupil shall be summoned into the presence 
of the principal or vice-principal and inter- 
rogated by him or her relative to said com- 
plaint. It at the close of the investigation 
thus commenced the principal or vice-priuel- 
pal is firmly coavinced of the culpability of 
‘the pupil, corporal punishment may be ad- 
ministered, but only in accordance with the 
following conditions: ° 

The principal, or in his or her absence 
the vice-principal, shall. before inflicting 
punishment, notify and require the presence 
as a witness to id Of a teacher in the school 
department, and iu no case shall any pun- 
ishment be administered unless in the pres- 
ence of a competent witness or witnesses,

‘All cases of corporal punishment shall be 
reported, as soon as practicable after their 
occurrence, to the superintendent by prin- 
cipals or vice-principals, whose reports | 
must show the names, ages and bodily con- 
ditions of all pupils pu ed, giving also a 
detailed sfatement in each case of the cause 
of the punishment, the time of its infliction, 
ita degree of severity and the name of the 
witness or witnesses present, 

Any principal or vice-principal who ad- 
ministers corporal punishment to a pupil or 
pupils in the school department in a mode 
contrary to that herein described, shall be 
liable to an investigation, and, if tried and 
proved guiity by the Board of Education, 

may be expelled. |

THE PRESERVATION OF FORESTS. 
Nobody can read the accounts of 


(Illus- 


| the desolation which has been caused 


in portions of the old world through 
the destruction of forests without 
realizing the importance of an intelli- 
gent conservation of timber in this 
country. 

The General Land Office at Wasb- 
ington has just promulgated a 
circular letter of instructions to 
agents, relating to tim- 
ber reservations, in which the 
statement is made that it is of 
first importance to reserve all public 
lands in mountainous and other re- 
gions which are covered with timber 
or undergrowth at tiie head-waters of 
Tivers and along the banks of streams, 
creeks and ravines, where such timber 

undergrowth is the means provided 
by nature to absorb and check moun- 
tain torrents, and to prevent the sud- 
den and rapid melting of the winter’s 
snow and the resultant inundation of 
the valleys below, which destroys the 
agriculture and pasturage interests of 
communities and settlements in the 
lower portions of the country. 

For the purpose of securing the nec- 
essary data upon which to base recom- 
mendations for such forest reserva- 


tions, the Commissioner gives full and 


explicit instructions. After making 
an examination of the timber lands of 
any drainage basin, and having de- 
cided to recommend the same for res- 
ervation, the agent is required to pub- 
lish a notice of his intention, in order 
that any persons interested may be 
heard upon the subject. Secretary 
Noble and Commissioner Carter are 
very much in earnest in their efforts to 
preserve the forests in the West, and 
every effort will be made to speedily 
carry out in a liberal spirit 
the provisions of the act of March 3, 
1891.

— 


subject of ramie- culture has been dis- 
cussed in a desultory manner by the 
press of the State, but no practical ar- 
rangements were made by which farm- 
ers could go into the business of rais- 
ing ramie in an intelligent manner and 
with a certainly of a market for their 
product. At length such arrangements 
appear to bave been made. S. H. 
Slaught, who is now for a few days in 
this city, has for a long time past de- 
voted his exclusive attention to the 
question of ramie culture and manu- 
facture. He has succeeded in organ- 
izing a company in San Francisco to 
manufacture the product, and is now 
ready to make contracts with growers 
for all the fiber they can raise, at 6 cents 
a pound. The State also pays a bounty 
of 1 cent a pound for a year in accord- 
ance with a law passed by the late Leg- 
islature. Mr. Slaught is also prepared 
to sell reots to those who wish to plant. 

The ramie plant pelongs to the net- 
tle family. It has been successfully 
grown in California. It is an easy 
crop to produce and exceedingly profit- 
able. No insect pests have been found 
to trouble it. It needs irrigation or 
naturally moist soil. It needs but asin- 
gle planting and very liftle fertilizing 
where there is sufficient moisture. It 
can be cuttwo, three or four times a 
year, like alfalfa. A conservative esti- 
mate of yield is five tons of green stalk, 
at each cutting, giving an annual 
product of 3000 to 4000 pounds of dry 
fiber. 

For a long time the expense of de- 
corticating’’ by hand was an obstacle in 
the way. of introducing the industry 
into California, but this has at length 
been overcome by the invention of a 
machine which does the work effect- 
ively. Tnese machines will be supplied 
to growers by the company recently 
formed at from $300 to $700 each. 

At6 cents a pound for the fiber, 
reckoning 3000 pounds to the acre, this’ 
would give the farmer $180 per acre, 
yet at the present prices asked for the

ABOUT SNAKES. 


Some Information About the 
California Reptiles. 


HARMLESS AND VICIOUS KINDS 
Snakes in Boots and Snakes In the 
Chapparel—The Kind Thata 
Banning Editor 
Sees. 


As the old almanacs would say, about 
this time look out for suake stories. 
These tales of reptiles, that make an 
annual appearance, whether the rep- 
tiles show up or not, are too often 
blood-curdling, but one editor, who 
may not have been fullof his subject, 
has told his story in a manner to im- 
part information. The subject of 
snakes, says the Herald of Banning, is 
rather a hackneyed one and somewhat 
of a chestnut, but as it is snake season 
some may be interested in it. 

Snakes are the most hated and 
feared of all creatures. We instinc- 
tively abbor and fear them, and even 
the person mentally incupable of **com- 
ing in out of the rain“ will avoid them. 
A serpent in the synonym forall that 
is low and mean. His forked tongue 
is the symbol of falschood and deceit, 
while a false friend or a concealed foe 
is called a “snake in the grass.“ 
Since Mother Eve’s unfortunate inter- 
view with the serpent, war bas been 
carried on with all reptiles, and the 
average person has less compuuction 
in taking the life of a serpent than of 
any other animal. | 

‘The question as to whether asnake 
can charm its prey is not decided, but 
ſts eyes certainly possess some power. 
Who has not, while gazing at its eyes, 
unblinking and brilliantly sparkling, 
and its black forked tongue rapidly be- 
ing thrust from its jaws, felt some- 
thing akin to fascination, but which 
was mixed with borror and repulsion. 
Powerful and fascinating as the eyes 
of aserpent may be, in the writer’s 
humble opinion a young lady’s eyes 
are far more dangerous. 

A few words on the habits of snakes 
in general, and each species in this 
vicinity will be taken up separately. 

Once during the yeur—in the sum- 
mer—the entire skin is shed, even the 
giassy covering of the eyes coming off 
periectly. The eggs are placed in a 
hole in the ground where they hatch. 
They have no shell but are covered 
with a tough, feathery membrane. 

Three distinct varieties of rattle- 
snake are found near here—the or- 


| dinary kind commonly seen, which is 


mottled—black and yellowish white; a 
red one with black bands around its 
tait and that little devil of the desert, 
called a side-winder. The first named 
is the most numerous and attains con- 
siderable size, reaching the length of 
four and a-half feet, 
The red kind also grows very large, 
but is exceedingly rare. the writer hav- 
ing seen but two, both of which were 
over four feet long. 
The side-winder is so named because 
it does not crawl as other snakes, but 
doubles along, putting the front part 
of the body ahead aud then lifting the 
rest up to it, making a track like that 
of a mowing machine. -They are a 
very small snake, rarely exceeding 
twenty inches in length, but are said to 
be more poisonous than the others. 
They also differ from the others in hav- 
ing two. head, similar to 
the horned viper of Africa. These 
horns are sometimes more than a quar- 
ter of an inch long. This rattlesnake 
is found only on the desert, and closely 
imitates the surroundings, being a light 
sandy color and difficult to distinguish 
from the soul. 
The poison of a rattler is supposed to 
be an acid, and for this reason alkalies 
are used to neutralize it, but the sov- 
ereign remedy is booze,“ and plenty 
of it. This remedy is also popular as 
a preventive, but it takes a galion of 
prevention to be worth a pint of cure. 
These venomous reptiles have few 
successful enemies besides man. The 
road-runner is said to kill them, but 
this is doubtful. A friendof mine held 
a post-mortem examination over the 
remains of a large rattlesnake and 
found a full-grown road-runner in the 
stomach> This might be taken as 
prima facie evidencé that the bird did 
not kill that snake. 
A snake bite is notso fatal to ani- 
mals as to man, but I have known 
horses and dogs to die from it, and a 
to recover. 

he red racer is a large, nimble 
snake of yeliowish red color, with a 
black and white head and neck. They 
are allthe way fromfourto six and 
a half feet long, but are comparatively 
slender. It will bite but is not veno- 
mous. When chased it will frequently 
tuke refuge in a small bush, erect its 
head about a foot and violently agitate 
its tail a la Crocalus. .This may be just 


its way of expressing anger, but 1 


think it is done in imitation of the 
only dangerous snake found here. The 
deception’ is more perfect if among 
twigs and dry leaves which produce a 
rattling sound. 84 

Six other snakes are seen here, but 
are harmless and ought not to be mo- 
lested. The gopher snake is very use- 
tul, living almost entirely. on small 
rodents. ‘The garter snake, and the 
corral or ringed snake are the only oth- 
ers worthy of mention. The last named 
is banded alternately black and yellow 
or black and white. They are said by 
the Mexicans to be dangerous, but I 
have never been able to find any fangs.

III. D. E.—Pomotropic. ] 

If you live seven or eight miles from 
the market, it will pay you to dry the 
fruit yourself, for you cannot get ripe 
apricots to market in good condition 
farther, unless you haul them in a 
large wagon. If you have no spring 


you 
look 


}wagon you cannot haul more than a 


few hundred pounds at a load; so that, 
if you have ten tons, it would take 
thirty-five to forty days to haul the 
crop. The amount of fruit, if properly 
thinned, would average from six to 
nineto the pound, and if carefully 
cured would give you two tons of dried 
fruit. If your trees are neglected and 
not thinned or overbearing, the fruit 
will be very small, averaging from 
fourteen to eighteén to the pound, and 
when dried weighing 800 pounds to the 
ten tons green. 
You will want a sulphur box for 
bieaching, and it must be very tight. 
Make it 24x34 and 6 feet high. It will 
then hold twenty-five trays. It needs 
no bottom, but dirt should be banked 
around to make it tight. A little 
trench is necessary for the sulphur 
pan. One-half pound of French 
sulphur burning two hours will bleach 
twenty-five trays of fruit. Some people 
think sulphur is injurious to the sys- 
tem, but it is healthy for man and 
It is true a great deal of fruit 
is spoiled by using too much of it; so is 
pase often spoiled by using too much 
salt.

shown by the ledger. These due-bills 
are issued by banks belonging to the 
Philadelphia Clearing-house Associa- 


tors. If Mr. Bardsley, when he re- 
ceived the clearing-bouse due bills 


mediately re-deposited them the bills 
would have been presented at the 
clearing-house the next morning, 
and if the Keystone Bank bad 
been a creditor to the amount of 


Bardsley knew, or should have known, 
that by keeping the due-bills he was 
simply speculating upon the golidity of 
the Keystone Bank. The bank is not 
at this time a creditor at the clearing- 
house tothe amount of the due-bills 
now held by Burdsley, and they are 
therefore worthless. 

At the office of the United States 
Marshal this afternoon it was stated 
that the rumor that Marsh, the 
absconded president of the Keystone 
Bank, had been arrested in Montreal, 
had been investigated and found to be 
without foundation.

Second Day of the General 


Assembly’s Session. 


The Report on Revision of the Confes- 
sion of Faith, 


It Makes Important Modifications, but 


Does Not “Decalvinize.” 


The Report to Go to the Presbyteries 
and Come Beforethe General 
Assembly Next 
Year.

(Mich.,) May 22.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The Presbyterian 
General Assembly met at 9 o’clock 
this morning. After a season of 
prayer and conference the minutes 
were read and standing committees 


announced. 


The clerk read a list of presbyteries 
that voted on the proposed change in 
methods of amendment. Ninety-one 


voted yea, 7 nay, 6 refused to vote and 
14 had not reported. 


The clerk read a 
statement as to overtures of deacon- 
esses. | 

The report of the Committee on Re- 
vision of the Confession of Faith was 
read by the chairman, Rev. William C. 
Roberts, president of Lake Forest 
University. He said in the infroduc- 
tion that the copy from which he was 
reading was the only correct one, and 
that he regretted that some daily 
papers had by some means got hold 
and published one of the partially in- 
correct copies. 
„ THE MORE IMPORANT CHANGES. 


Among the changes recommendded 


by the Committee on Reyision are: 

In chapter J, Scriptures.“ section 
5, are inserted the words and the 
truthfulness of history, a faithful wit- 
ness of the prophecy and miracle“ as 
among the arguments for the inspira- 
tion of scripture. 

Chapter III, Ot God's Eternal De- 
cree,’’ has sections 8 and 4 stricken 
out. Section 5, which is a portion of 
the present confession relating to 
foreordination, becomes section 3, and 
is amended to read as follows: 

God, before the foundation of the world 
was laid, according to His eternal and im- 
mutable purpose, and the secret counsel and 
good pleasure of His will, has predestined 
some of mankind into life, and hath par- 
ticularly and unchangeably chosen them in 
Christ unto everlasting glory, out of fis 
mere free grace and love without any fore- 
sight of faith, or good works or persever- 
avce in either of them or any other thing in 
the creature as conditions or causes, mov- 
ing Him thereunto; and all to the praise of 
His glorious grace. 

Section 6 remains unchanged and be- 
comes section 4. Section 7 was 
amended and becomes section 5, and is 


‘as follows: 


The rest of mankind God was pleased ac- 
cording to the unsearchable counsel of His 
own will, whereby He @xtendeth or with- 
holdeth mercy as He pleases, not to elect 
unto everlasting life, but to ordain them to 
dishonor and wrath for their sin, to the 

aise of His giorious justice; yet so as 

reby neither is any limitation put upon 
the offer. of salvation to all, upon condition 
of faith in Christ; nor is restraint laid upon 
the offer of salvation to all upon the condi- 
tion of faith in Christ; nor is restraint laid 
upon the freedom of any one to hinder his 
acceptance of this offer. 

The chapter on free will, now chap- 
ter 10, is amended by the addition of 
these words to the declaration of the 
insufficiency of the will of man for 
spiritual goodness: Let is bis re- 
sponsibility, as.a free moral agent, not 
thereby impaired.”’ 

In the pronouncement upon lawful 
Oaths, Popish monastic vows“ are de- 
seribed simply as ‘*monastic vows.’’ 
Similar changes with regard to the 
term papist“ are made in the chapter 
on marriage and divorce, and the Pope 
of Rome ceases, in the revisien, to be 
described as Anti-Christ. The sacri- 
fice of the mass.is also referred to as 
Roman Catholic doctrine,’ rather 
than popish,“ but it continues to be 
designated as abominably iujurious.“ 

Clause 3 of chapter 12 is changed to 
read as follows: 

All intants dying in infancy, and all 
other persons, who from birth to death are 
ineapable of being outwardly called by the 
ministry of the word are redeemed by 
Christ, and regenerated by the Spirit, who 
worketh when and where and how He 
pleaseth. 

This is a radical alteration; differing 
from the old confession in the inser- 
tion of words all from birth to death,“ 
are redeemed,’ and are “regenerated 
by the spirit.“ An entirely new clause 
is the following: 

Chapter 25, section 6— There is no other 
head of the church, but the word of Jesus 
Christ, and the claim of the Pope ot Rome 
to be the vicar of Christ and head of the 
church universal is without warrant in 
scriptures or fact; and is an usurpation dis- 
honoring to the Lord Jesus Christ. 

POSTPONED FOR ONE YEAR. 

After reading the report it was 
moved that it be sent down to the 
presbyteries as recommended by the 
committee, and the committee be con- 
tinued to make a final report to the: 
next assembly. 

Dr. Smith warmly seconded the mo- 
tion. Rev. Dr. Hatton of the Revision 
Commitiee supported the motion. He 
would have preferred on strictly doc- 
trinal grounds that the report be re- 
committed, and thereby sent down to 
the presbyteries rather than for the as- 
sembly itself tosend it down because 
some might understand that action as

DENVER, May 22.—[By the Asso- 
} ciated Press.] The report of the Com- 

mittee on Resolutions of the Trans- 
mississippi Congress which was made 
last night recommends that Congress 
pass Burrough's bill appropriating 
$10,000,000 for the building and main- 
tenance of levees on the Mississippi 
River. It demands governmental su- 
pervision of railroads, recommends 
the granting of liberal charters and 
subsidies to steamship lines under 
the American flag. It favors the ad- 
mission of New Mexico and Ari- 
zona into the Union. It asks 
that Congress pass the Torry bankrupt 
law; also laws to cede to the different 
States all arid lands except mineral 
lands, to enact such legislation as will 
foster our mining interests. It recom- 
mends more stringent naturalization 
laws, the immediate completion of jet- 
ties at Galveston. Upon the silver 
question it asks that Congress be pe- 
titioned to repeal all laws which, in 
their effect, work dishonor upon, or in 
the least challenge, the sovereignity of 
the silver dollar as the measure of 
value, and to return silver to the place 
given it as perfect money by the 
| tramers of our Government. 

It asks Congress to attempt to bring 
around international recognition and 
adjustment of silver as money, or that 
‘a limited agreement be sought with 
nations of the Latin Union whereby 


be opened for the coinage of silver. ef 
also favors negotiations with Spanish- 
American nations for acommon cur- 
— for the continent south of Can- 
ada. | 

The minority report's silver clause 
simply demands the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver.“

Jealousy 


Encyclical. 


The Socialistic Solution of Labor 
‘Problems Coudemned. 


Chimerical Promises of Professional 
Agitators Denounced, 


A Chapter on the Relations of Em- 
ployer and Employee—Mutual 
Benevolent Organiza- 
tions Favored. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Rome, May 22.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The fuli text of the 
Pope’s encyclical on social questions 
has appeared. The following extracts 
are taken from it: The Pope sets forth 
that the divine law rejects the 
‘socialist solution of the social problem, 
which would abuse private property, 
substituting collective common owner- 
ship. Now, as ever, men’s relations 
toward each other as ‘iadividuals or 
parts of society must have the sanction 
of the oid authority. Considering the 
relations of the state to the individual, 
the Pope says: 

We think the idea thatthe authority of 
the state ought arbitrarily to invade the 
family intimacy is a perniciouserror. Un- 
doubtedly it can intervene when the con- 


dition of the family istoo disastrous, but 
only to alleviate it and safeguard the rights 


and interests of the public power 
without violating the rights of 
individuals. We affirm unhesitatingly 


that buman efforts are impotent without the 
coucurrence of the church. 


A long demonstration follows recit- 
ing all the church has done to better 
the lot of the proletariat. The Pope 
says: 

Capital is werless without work and 
vice versa. ‘The proletariat cannot and 
ought not to injure either capital or the 


they must abstain from violence. They 
ought not to have recourse to sedition nor 
to listen to the chimerical promises. of ag- 
itators, On the other hand, the master 
ought to respect the individuality and 
dignity of the men andnot abuse them 
inhumanely in their work nor exploit 
them beyond their force. The state 
ought to watch over purity 
morals, the interior orders of families, 
the safekeeping of religion, justice add 
moderation and equal division of public 
charges. The larger the general prosperity 
the less will workers seek recourse to ex- 
ceptional means to ameliorate their condi- 
tion. The proletarians have the same rights 
as citizens ag therich; consequently they 
have the right to the same interest on the 
part of the state. Absolute equality, how- 
ever, isachimera. The ‘state ought to see 
that all covenants relating to work are con- 
scientiously observed and oppose anything 
that might cause popular passion. Small 
wages have often given rise to strikes, dis- 
astrous not only to workmen and masters, 
but to general commerce and public indus- 
2 Governments ought to prevent an ex- 
plosion at these crises. The state ought 
not to let workmen become the prey of spec- 
ulators and usurers. Man’s work should 
not go to such an extent that he is forced to 
succumb under excess of vorporal fatigue. 
Consequently, the expediency is shown of a 
certain 
The question of wages is deli- 
cate. The state should see that agreements 
entered into by workmen are respected. 
An element of a question is that workmen 
oughtto be able with their salary to pro- 
vide the necessaries of life. Great social 
ad vantage lies tavor multi- 
plicity of properties: ‘Bhese are the best 
means to prevent opposition between ex- 
treme riches and extreme poverty. But it 
is alse necessary that the properties shall 
net be overtaxed. institutions for aiding 
the poor and facilitating conciliation. be- 
tween the various social classes are espec- 
ially useful in obtaining desirable results. 

‘The Pope particularly mentions as- 
sociations for mutual succor and in- 
stitutions for insurance in case of ac- 
cident, sickness or death, and the pro- 
tection of children and girls. He at- 
taches particular importance to work- 
ing peoples’ assuciations, expatiates on 
the advantages of libérty and the right 
of combination as long as these asso- 
ciations do not preseat any inconven- 
ience to public interests. He adds: 

Unhappily, it often occurs that these as- 
sociations are made the puppets of wire- 
pullers. It is important to create counter 
associations to withdraw workmen from 
these unjust appressions,. 

The Pope greatly praises those en- 
deavoring to better the condition cf 
the proletariat, to establish bonds of 
mutual equity between workmen and 
“Masters, to maintain the sentiment of 
reciprocal duties and to combat intem- 
perance among workmen.

THE COAST LINE. 

A soon as the preliminary conditions are 
fulfilled work on the proposed coast railway 
that will connect San Francisco, San José, 
San Louis Obispo, Santa Barbara and Los 
Angeles will be commenced, says the man- 
ager of the Southern Pacific. The chief de- 
lay now is owing to condemning property 
in San Luis, whose owners are in Europe. 
The Call says that to aid this road San 
Francisco merchants subscribed 86500, and 
this money has been paid recently to 
Messrs. Stone and Sinshgimer. At San 
José $3300 has been collected, while the 
people of San Luis Obispo paid $30,000 and 
gave land worth as much more.
